In a very comprehensive sludy of 
tlie subjccL Dr. Waugh mjidc com- 
parisons between conditions of the 
presen day with thojie nctua-lly eiint- 
'im ill the -Miridl.. Apes, at the ?Bme 
tlini' pointing nut the fallacy of aohif 
of the argument.» of riuskin and Wi!- 
Ham Morris. .Although the apeaker 
distinctly «tnled that he ifnp Ina. sym- 
p.ithy with these v.-ho desired reform 
of; of modern method."? he neverthelps" 
r.illed to see that very much help 
could he obtained from the Middle 
VgOfi. 

Professor U'augh began hig addrcs..; 
by d"'lin!ng the term .Middle Ages. 
He .staled that by this term is meant 
the period lying between .\noicnt 
Tinic.s on the one hand and Modern 
Times on th'- oilier, that is from 
ii.bout the fail of the Roman Kmplre 
'0 Colun-ibus' di.-icovery of America. 

Opinionn about th!.-- period differ 
w.dely There are those who imme- 
dl.'it'ly connect with rneldeivaHsni 
I'Ic.t.v of Homance, of Ihe days of 
'■|>;valr<- (when knighthood w.ns In

"Cricket on the Hearth" is the 
least offensive of sucli novels. 

It Iji true that in Ihe Middle .Xges 
comparatively little travelling was 
done by t.he general in.as of peoples. 
Cummunicationt) between eity.; and 
city and city as well as between 
counU'y ii'nd country were very poor 
Indeed, but they could not he o'hei- 
wise when it is remembered that very 
few men could read or write and sel- 
dom except in the nnhiiitio did a man 
even leave 'he town or village in 
which he was born. On the other 
hand ii c.miiot he denied that the 
Middle Ages wei'c n t'mo of steady 
progrès."., and not of stagnation as 
some declare. When they began in- 
tellectual darkness prevailcdi when 
they ended Europe was f coded wi'h 
inlellecluni light a high state of cul- 
ture had been reached.

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THE OLD. OLD 'QUESTION 




At Queen's, where the Tri-colour seniors, sis everybody knows, 
have won the rugby championship of Canada for three successive 
. years, it is said that there is beginning to be a feeling, especially 
liamong the staff and players, that the losses incurred in gaininj: 
'the third Dominion title perhaps overshadow the benefits derived 
therefrom. In a comprehensive and well-considered special article, 
the Queen's Journal dealt with the question recently. 

To begin with, it is claimed that practically the whole fall is 
lost for any serious attempt at studying on the part of the players. 
Besides taking up much of .their time, football takes up much of 
their energy also and they are unable to do themselves justice in 
their university work. The students, too, are almost certain to 
suffer. Studies must take second place when their team is in the 
thick of the fight for championship honours. 

' Then there is the influence on the academic standing of the 
liniversity, the danger that scholarship will be sacrificed for ath- 
letics, that instead of being famous as an institute of learning, the 
university becomes known as a "rugby factory." Similarly, the 
brilliant student, who in after years will win the world's acclaim, 
is only too liable to go unrecognized at college, while all honour 
and glory is' given to the football hero. 

Another danger that accompanies the rise to athletic promin- 
ence is the danger of putting money ahead of sportsmanship. 
the glory of the game losing out to greed?" asks the journal. 
I^^.O But there is another side to the question. On the rugby field 
' character is built and true friendships made. There courage, de- 

termination, self-control, menul alertness are brought out in. a 
. man. "It is a game — a hard game — but so is the game of life." 
;j : The students with all their hopes and fears centering in the 

success or failure of their team, are brought together and a spirit 
i'll^is awakened among them and fostered as it could hardly other- 

wise have, been., ^. "V ■ , 

The • university is advertised. This has been particularly true 
of Queen's. More and more students have been coming to the 
I^.Kingston university, with the result that general conditions can be 
improved, and scholastic stadards raised. McGill is hardly in the 
same position, for she has already a long-established tradition as 
a recognized cosmopolitan university, and should not require cham- 
pionship rugby teams to induce students to attend. 

In its article on the rugby question the Journal comes to tht 
conclusion that the results have been worth the sacrifices that made 
them possible, and that conclusion is undoubtedly a sound one.

Professor Brockwell scored the Jews 
for bring Interested, In all ibranches of 
learning except their own history and 
literature. "For ovei;v million dollars 
you'vo given to Uu study;, of English, 
you haven't given toil thousand to 
Mobrcw," he detlated. -N'ow, tho aim 
of this university would bo to rc-es- 
ial)ll8h this unendowed dead language. 
It woiiui be ft Via Media 1)etween the 
orliiodox traditionalism and tCic mo 
dernistic reactloni -"Vtiu can't afford 
to despise the past." said the speaker, 
"it's all vcrj- well to have a pious al- 
titude towards lliu ancients, but un- 
less you put your.self in touch with 
them, In sympathy, you lone more limp 
you imagine — as when you handed the 
intellectual control ot the world to 
Islam." 

Tho 'flow said professor BrockwoU 
would bo a dlff cult question. The 
Hebrew University must henofii not 
only 'by thé experience of Judalani but 
ixao liy Ihoso; good nnd 1)ad. of Chrisl- 
oiidom an Islam. Tliore are t-wo broad 
lypcH of universities, according to the 
professor: the O.xford 'sort, keen on 
the intbllcctual training mothod> and 
the Aniorican tyfic, organized .and 
standardized on a tromondous sca;lo, 
bout only on l'ocls. 

"Don't do3pl£e tlio ^loh.nnmcdans," 
tho Hpcakor 'boifgoJ. "if you can tnako 
friends with tlioni, you'ro going lo 
miLko htlatory— for they boliovo In In- 
toUcctual freedom."' Ho tlien uavo so 
verai quot.atlon& from Mohammed to 
show how thefft ipeoplo 'boUovcd In In- 
tellootu.'U cxpresBlou as tho highest 
point of ao'n.ievonient. 

"Thorotighout his address. Professor 
Rrockwcll acored heavily iho attitude 
of looking ox everything through. arid 
ficlal reilgloi'i.s spectàcleft. Tiie mod- 
ern mothod of sc-parnting dMno and 
seoulnr knowledge, he pronounced 
fnlae one. He held tip Pope Orogory 
VH's Htatemonls: "Ignorancn Is the 
nrjother of piety," ns th(. great fallacy 
that condemned scientific .itiidy as 
opposed to religion.

13ih CentuiT de- 
vc'lopmont In ChrJMlanity was guided 
by Aristotle. Bi;l said I'rot. AVood- 
iiead. Aristotle regarded Good as be- 
ing .'i man wrapped up in Self, tlie 
same theology aa held by the liplcur- 
can»— which could hardly bo regard- 
ed HB Chrlstlanltv. In any case ..VrI».

In concluding Picf. AVoodhcad paid 
tribute to tho Grci'ka who without the 
stimulus of the manifestation ot God 
in .Icsus as hod been accorded the 
Christians were able by sheer wit to 
build a philosophy and conception of 
man's duty to I'lod. a marvellous 
achicvemcTit. The Greek, thought ho 
stood for the Ëssentlaldignity of man 

A discussion avoi;« after the address, 
Mr Chlsholm sail that "If the Splnll 
of God dwell In you. then you are the 
temple of God," v.as of St. Paul not 
Platonic. Prof. V/ondhead thought II. 
was Platonic'. Mr. Chlsholm thou de- 
clared that Chrisliniilty might 'be com- 
pared to a stream — pure at U» source 
the fountain Chrljii and luUilterated by 
Irlbulnrlcs of Grtck thought. 

ilr. R. E. C. Jl'avis leader of the 
Young Men's Forum ({uealioned wlie- 
ther tho Greek admixture had improv- 
eil the value of Cl^rlstlanity lo man.' 
Today, thought be- people were lenip- 
ted to draw u llu" between Jesus and 
tho Hellenic ritual. Doctor AVoodhcad 
aiwwcred that should wo drop the Greek 
theology we .shonld have to formulate 
a now, and no finer mind could devel- 
op t'.icnlogy than the Orcek. - He 'be- 
lieved tiitbt the Grrek ndtnlxturo was 
of high vnlue. 

The subject was treated in a very 
thoughtful manner 4i.i such a profound 
one should <bc.

Al- 
though 'he attempted to Justify the 
so-called "foibles" o^ college iii'.'ii . lio 
did not hesitate lo brand them as "Ig- 
noramuses", declaring that ûO per 
cent of college undergraduates can 
neither speak r.oc 'wrlte - Uboral E:ng- 
liffh. 

''Most aftudents." he declared, "have 
no Idea why they are In college. One 
man went to oN^cge so. he could Join 
the University Club in >>ts home town . 
Most of them have or. Idea tliat a col-
